Nixon said because U.S- 
forces are steadily and 
rapidly being witlxirawn from 
South Vietnam, “it is vitally 
important that die president 
as commander-in-chief take 
Bettor” to protect the troops 
that remain 


The president said also he 
must insist upon continued 
reconnaissance flight# over 
the North to make sure no 
such communist buildups 
occur. 

And lie said if U.6. planes 
are fired upon, “1 will not 
only order that they return 
tiie fire” but will order dial 
the missile site involved, and 
tlie military site around it. be 
destroyed.” 

Nixon also rejected tiie idea 
of an extended, unilateral 
U.S. ceasefire to South Viet¬ 
nam. He said the United 
Staten is prepared for limited 
holiday ceasefires, but that a 
unilateral move over an ex¬ 
tended period "would be very 
dangerous for our forces.”

House of Representatives Senate conference 
approved a $210 million appropriation Thursday 
night to develop a supersonic transport plane.

Railmen 
Back 
On Job 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
third United Slates rail strike 
in the last 50 years was ail 
but at an end late Thursday 
night as workers left picket 
lines to return to their jobs. 

The back-to-work movement 
started in Uie early evening 
after union leader C. L. 
Dennis ordered the walkout 
ended under threat of a 
federal Judge to levy a 
9200.000 fine each day the 
strike continued. 

"I now order a return to 
work on a temporary basis 
pending settlement of this 
dispute,” Dennis said in 
bowing to court orders en¬ 
forcing a special law directing 
workers back until March 1. 


Congress, in passing speciei 
legislation barring a strike 
until March 1, added a 
provision ordering tiie rail 
industry to give the nearly 
500,000 workers involved an 
immediate 13.5-per-cent pay 
increase and to continue 
contract talks. 

Picket line* started coming 
down almost immediately 
after Dennis’s statement and 
as the night moved on the 
strike ground to an end in 
many cities served by the 120 
railways involved. 

Full service was expected 
by sometime today.

Tlie walkout stremded hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of com¬ 
muters in major cities, hailed 
coal shipments for the gen¬ 
eration of electricity and 
made idle mine workers with 
no coal cars to load. 

Tons or Christmas mail 
were left sitting in idle 
railway curs. 

Some 280.000 commuter* in 
New York, Chicago and San 
Fruncisco had to find other 
ways to get to work. One 
result was worsened freeway 
and expressway traffic. 


New Language Bills 
Will Divide Belgium 


BRUSSELS (AP; Belgium, a kingdom 
of fewer than 12,000 square miles and a 
population of only 9.5 million. Thursday took 
a step nearer lieing split. 

Tlie House of Representatives udopled 
bills to underline life country's bilingual 
characteristics and divide Belgium into two 
or more federated states. 

The so-cailcd linguistic frontier runs 
roughly east to west just south of Brussels. 
Flemish is tiie language nortii of the line and 
French is spoken to the south 

Under the new laws, two further linguistic 
areas are sanctioned. Brussels will be 
considered bilingual and districts along tiie 


fielgo-Germau frontier will have German a* 
their official language. 

The bills also provide that: 

• Official business will be conducted in 
tlie language of the area. 

• Tax forms, identity cards, passports 
and other documents will be printed in the 
appropriate language. 

• Children will be taught in schools in 
flic local language. 

The bills must now be ratified by the 
Senate and signed by the king, but these 
steps are considered formalities.

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A Facetious Report 


I F THE SUMMARIES carried by wire services on 
the findings of Senator Keith Davey's special 
JSenate committee on mass media are at all 
peculate, then the kindest thing that can be said of 
he report—which took 22 months and hundreds of 
housands of taxpayers’ dollars to produce—is thal 
1 is facetious. 

How, for instance, can anyone take seriously 
the committee’s charge that the news media are 
making “fabulous" profits when the figures it cites 
to back up its claim show that for ail Canadian 
newspapers over a 10-year period the return on 
equity after taxes was between 12.3 and 17.5 per 
cent? 

Canadians in other commercial enterprises 
would consider this to be a pretty modest mark-up. 
Even those individuals not engaged in business but 
who might invest in mortgages, stocks and bonds, 
would hardly think that such a return on working 
capital is "fabulous " 

And who could take, seriously the Senate 
committee’s conclusion that newspapers and all 
their employees consider themselves pail of the 
establishment and thus choose news subjects 
irrelevant to what is really happening "in the 
streets, in laboratories, within families, beneath the 
sea, behind the closed doors of foreign boardrooms 
and, most crucially of all, inside people’s 
heads . . .”? 

Does the Senate committee really believe that 
newsmen should spy on foreigners and pry into 
family affairs? Is it advocating that the right of 
privacy now be denied to foreign firms and 
Canadian people and the right to snoop be granted 
to newspapers so that the news they publish will be 
more relevant to Canadian society? 

The committee also implies that the greatest 
threat to freedom of the press is the press’ own 
"tendency toward a state of natural monopoly." 
This, in its view, far exceeds the dangers of 
interference by the government, unwarranted 
government secrecy and high handed actions by 
the police, prosecutors and judges. 

If Senator Davey believes this then it is high 
lime he familiarized himself with what is going 


on in his own government and in provincial and 
municipal governments throughout the land. 

Though the committee reports harshly on 
shortcomings of Canadian newspapers end the 
weaknesses of their staffs—many of whom it says 
are either ill-trained or bored — it oddly enough 
adopts a most benign attitude toward the so-called 
underground newspapers. 

It adviseg them in a most kindiy fashion to get 
more businesslike "but don't let it show in your 
pages." The underground press, the committee 
explains, is for: "Love, bicycles, peace, dogs, 
macrobiotic diets, communal living, nude-ins, sit 
ins, love-ins, power to the people, grass for lolling 
upon or for smoking, Huey P. Newton, nearly all 
rock music and Leonard Cohen.” 

It is against: "Policemen, armies, authoritar¬ 
ianism, pavement, pulp companies, parents, pollu¬ 
tion, the mayor of Vancouver, Lawrence welk. 
hypocrisy, drudgery, cars, mace, depilatory creams 
and everything made out of plastic except 
Frishees." 

“We wish," l he senators tut-tut, "they 
wouldn’t call policemen pigs so much. Sometimes 
we even wish they weren't quite so dirty. But 
mostly we wish them well...’’ 

Which is considerably more than Senator 
Davey and his committee colleagues wish the 
remainder of the news media, as clearly evidenced 
by his use of the "rip-ofF’ when referring to them. 
Rip-off. he explained, means in the context of the 
committee's findings that newspapers and broad 
casiers are taking the maximum out of their 
communities and giving the minimum in return. 

The fuil meaning of the words in today s 
parlance is somewhat more than that. It means to 
take, or receive, generally dishonestly, and give 
nothing in return. It is a phrase used extensively in 
Ihe United States in referring to shoplifting. 

It is a phrase that many Canadians—not only 
those connected with the news media—might now 
think particularly applicable to Senator Davey and 
his committee. 

But, then, this comment might well be 
considered irrelevant by the senators because it 
appears in one of the newspapers which is not 
against parents and policemen. 


Rising Cost 

T HE FOREX AST INCREASE in car insurance 
premiums in 1971 as a cj-oss-Canada average is 
a I least as much as the 11.8 per cent rise in 1970. 
This is not because of a greater frequency of 
accidents but because the cost of repairs is going 
up. according to a Canadian Press report, at a rate 
considered by the Insurance industry to be 
alarming. 

The Insurance Bureau of Canada for this 
reason has launched a campaign against what it 
calls "French pastry” design in cars — fragile and 
expensive body structures unprotected by bumpers 
which themselves buckle on.impact at low speeds. 

As well as conducting the public information 
campaign, the industry is said to be collecting facts 


of Repairs 

on the costs of repairing specific makes and 
models. However interesting as these facts may be 
they are hardly likely to be reflected in differing 
insurance rates for cars otherwise equally valued; 
they probably will serve only to convince the public 
thal it wants durability above design gimmickry. 

More adequate bumpers may in due course be 
the fruit of legislation and regulation. But it is 
mainly through public demand in the market place 
that North America car owners can gel away from 
the costs exemplified in a film to be shown across 
Canada by the insurance bureau: for instance, 
damages ranging from $128 to $430 at average 
Canadian prices resulting from impacts at only five 
miles an hour — a fast walking speed.

Use of the basically 
more expensive non-reusable 
types will increase, and in 
will costs The extra con¬ 
tainers will go to the dump 
wliere they are not wanted 
and the costs will go to the 
consumer—Ihe price of beer

There are two ways to beat 
this.

Incredible Credit iste Performance

When ihe FI.Q situation 
first developed in Quebec with 
kidnappings and murder, the 
Ciedidates were strong sup¬ 
porters of repressive mea¬ 
sures No one was tougher 
than Mr. Caouette who 
wanted to line the FLQ mem¬ 
bers up against a wall and 
shoot them 

But as time mined along 
and the Commons turned to 
substitute legislation for the 
War Measures Act. the Credi- 
tisles begun to oppose these 
penalties for the FIXJ and for 
the weirdest of reasons. 

One Creditiste MF didn't 
like the new bill because 
(here was no review board 
provided. Why did he want a 
review board? Well, he had 
heard about a poll in Quebec 
which showed that most peo¬ 
ple there thought lawyers 
were a poor lot and thal 
judges only gut appointed 
because of their political 
connections 

* * * 

Another disciple of ReaJ 
Caouette was against the anti- 
FLQ measure because it was 
aimed at Quebec He didn't 
explain why it should be 
designed for other provinces 
where the FizQ doesn't exist 
He just felt Quebec was being 
discriminated aguinsi 

Yet a third Creditiste ob¬ 
jected to th* bill sponsored by 
Justice Minister Turner be¬ 
cause he had had several run- 
ins with the Ontario provin¬ 
cial police He had been 
arrested in English, tried in 
English and fined in English. 
He didn't like thal al all and 
this seemed to him a reason 
for voting against legislation 
to curb the FI-Q 
During the third leading 
vote on this Public Order bill 
sll the Creditistes in the 
Commons joined their un¬ 
likely allies, the New Demo¬ 
crats and four Conservatives, 
trying vainly to defeat the 
measure Mr Caouette was 
away for this vole and 


probably it was just as well 
for his mental well being. 

One newspaper editor who 
watched the Creditistes in 
action finally shook his head 
and declared they were just

E day after the latest 
bombing of North Viet¬ 
nam the two top representa¬ 
tives of Hanoi paid a formal 
call on one of the highest 
officials in the French minis¬ 
try of foreign affairs.

Can *n army be indifferent? 4 lieutenant 
named William Calley currently I* undergoing 
court martial for the alleged killing of civilians in 
the village complex of Song My, and there are 
many here who believe that indifference, pot men, 
should be on trial. 

Undifference has killed, and is killing, far more than the 
100-plus civilians whose slaughter in March 1968 shocked much 
of the world 

It has btcome incrtsginfly evident that whatever 
happened at My Lai merited scadt attention at the time, nqt 
because of administrative instructions but because it was 
nothing new; survivors did not press tbclr grievances because 
the peasants, more than anybody, knew and recognized the 
■Unenass of the operation at My I-ai. 

Senior officials here. Including several connected with the 
U.g. combat machinery, say too many innocent persons have 
been killed In South Vietnam because they made good 
targets 

while underlining the incidence of atrocities by the 
oommoniit side, these officials privately point out that what 
Is on trial today is "the average American army officer In 
Vietnam, a typical platoon, a routine operation."

What disturbs many officials here is that it Is a atate of 
mind which exists throughout the U.S. army In Vietnam, 
tempered by a thousand other incidents — unreported, 
unpunished, unknown. 

It extends through all ranks. In 1998-68, a general in the 
101st Airbome Division told of hit habit of taking random 
shots at people from hia helicopter. Another said of his stint 
in Vietnam that he "loved to see arms and legs fly" as rapid- 
firing machine guns caught targets below. 

In mld-1968, tbe commander of a Cobra gumhip squadron 
complained that "It Isn't as good as it used to be. Sometimes 
we really have to hunt for body count.” 

Hit squadron was stationed at Quan Loi. 65 miles 


northeast of Saigon; It prided itself in having the highest “kill 
count" of any unit In Vietnam. One Cobra pilot once offered a 
correspondent money to fly with him and "work the guns. 
You'll get addicted to the job." 

A Fourth Division supply sergeant stationed near Pleiku 
was reported to have mounted a machlnegun. personally 
modified to fire single-shot and equipped with a sniper-scope, 
in « Huey helicopter. 
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He went up In the helicopter every morning for "target 
practice." declaring he could shoot somebody one and a half 
mile* away. When his sport wa* finally brought to his 
superior 1 attention, he was transferred to another unit. No 
chargaa were laid against bim 

A former army sergeant who served with a high-level 
investigative team claims a 19-year-old squad leader 
"waylaid and murdered people" to avoid spending time on 
night ambush patrols. 

The bqy, according to the sergeant, frequently killed 
peasants returning from their work, after reporting bis “Viet 
Dong kills” to headquarters, he was permitted to return to 
base. Other members of the squad lodged formal protests, 
but charges were never brought against the young soldier. 


Already the word "scapegoat" ha* been used in reference 
to the My Lai affair, and many observers tend to agree that 
a handful of men are answering for the general practices of 
en army. But In a bitter and final sense, the people of South 

Vietnam are the true scapegoats.

Will There Be Any Next Year? 


The Skylark Demise 


When Roderick iluig-Brown 
was invested as chancellor of 
the University of Victoria 
earlier this year, he said that 
he would preserve the 
campus skylark community to 
the extent of his ability. 

He further suggested that 
tiie songbird, which is Juund 
nowhere in North America 
outside of southern Vancouver 
Island, might sene as a 
symbol for (be campus. 

For the past few months, 
the administration lias been 
discussing plans for establish¬ 
ment of an ecological com¬ 
mittee that could suggest 
ways in which the curapus 
could continue to develop 
without destroying all of its 
natural attributes in the pro¬ 
cess.

But wlilie everyone has 
been talking, ground crews 
have been working mid ac¬ 
cording to the university 
liaison officer for the orni- 
thology section of the Natural 
History Society, tiie coming 
year will Indicate a drustic 
reduction in the size of the 
skylark population. 

"In this past year, the 
destruction of skylark habitat 
has been greater than at just 
about any time in the past," 
Dr. Jeremy latum, of the 
U V i c physics department, 
said in an interview. 


“Of the five brooding • nest¬ 
ing; sites that were left on 
file campus at the start of 
1870, only one remains." 

Tatum listed tiie five sites 
and described their current 
situations: 

0 "The most important 
was the field outside the 
Comelt Building, but this is 
now being pul into lawn . . . 


In July, only three puiis of 
skylarks on the campus estab¬ 
lished nests, all in this field. 
Tiie nests were destroyed in 
toto when it was plowed in 
August"; 

0 The section b> the area 
of the radio towers is going to 
be made into a playing field; 

• Nests established in tiie 
area behind tiie stadium are 
destroyed each year when tiie 
grass is cut; 

0 The urea between tiie 


Student Union Building and 
Craigdarroch College is being 
put Into lawn; and 

0 This means tiie only 
good area left is that by the 
Cleurihue Building, a field 
large enough that it might be 
able to hold one pair of 
nesting birds next year. 

"Unless we do get one pair 
nesting there next year, we 
can pretty well say the 
skylark is extinct In the 
campus area," Tatum said. 


Other Birds 
Must Die 


Recreation Minister Ken- 
neUi Kiernun says ii is 
necessary to kill some rare 
birds so the general public 
will know wliui it Is trying to 
protect in order to preserve 
endangered species. 

The minister defended the 
actions of Provincial Museum 
officials who have beeu criti¬ 
cized for granting permits to 
kiil birds for exhibition. 

"As you probably know.'* 
Klernao said In an interview 
Thursday morning, “museum 
specimens are not permanent 
in that they don't last forever, 
borne of our specimens are 
between ay and Ad years old 
and huve got to that dog¬ 
eared point where to even 
pick them up to dust them off 
Is to bave them fall apart. 

"So we normally have dis¬ 
pensation for museum pur¬ 


poses to take rare birds and 
rare animals, because that is 
the only way we ran reuew 
our permanent exhibits." 

Klernao said he disagreed 
with the suggestion that rare 
birds should be Jett un¬ 
molested simply because they 
are rare. 

"If rare species are not 
available lor study in a 
museum,” he said, “they are 
generally not available at all, 
certainly not lor the rank and 
file person to even bave a 
look at 

"There Is a distinct advan¬ 
tage in having rare species 
available so people can see 
them. If we want to protect a 
given bird or animal. It is 
desirable people know what 
they are protecting looks like. 
Unless they see It, It's a Utile 
difficult to protect." 


“If some new building is 
planned, it would be unreas¬ 
onable to hold up progress for 
the sake of a nesting area, 
but we cannot agree when the 
areas are turned into lawns 
just for the sake of neatness." 

Nesting habitat is also 
being destroyed in the other 
suitable areas on the Saanich 
Peninsula, Tatum said. 

"At Royal Oak, a complete 
colony of 20 pairs has been 
just about completely 
destroyed by higltway con-- 
s traction.” 


He said expansion of airport 
taeilities is also ruining the 
nesting areas at Pat Bay. 

"There are still quite a lot 
of skylarks left this year, but 
the point is that their brood¬ 
ing capacity is being de¬ 
stroyed and the loss will only 
show up next year." 

Tatum suid an area be¬ 
tween Martindale Road and 
Island View still appears to 
be suitable for nesting, but 
there it no guarantee tiie 
birds will find it or move to 
it 

A A A 

"Since the population for 
many years has been steady, 
tills indicates a biologically 
stable population and if one 
habitat is destroyed, we can't 
say they would move else¬ 
where," he said. 

Twenty birds that have 
been sighted in the Cowicbao 
Boy area are tiie only ones 
outside of the immediate 
Saanich Peninsula area that 
appear to have ever success¬ 
fully located anywhere in 
North America. 

The English songbird was 
first introduced to the Vic¬ 
toria area in 1903. 


Victoria West elementary 

pupils could be in a new 
school building by next Sep¬ 
tember if ail goes according 
to plan, says Greater Victoria 
school board trustee Allan 
McKinnon. 

The board was given per¬ 
mission by tiie B.C govern¬ 
ment TTiursday to call tenders 
for additions to the school, 
and were also given permis¬ 
sion to award a 5110.000 
contract for an activity room 
addition to Braefoot school 
If tenders for the new Vic 
West activity room, four 
c 1 a ssrooms, administration 
area and covered play area 
are approved, and a contract 
awarded, it will be the last 
phase of a program set by the 
board some 16 years ago. 

* A * 

At that time the board 
decided three schools needed 
replacement — the old school 
at Craigfiower and Admirals 
was rebuilt about six years 
ago and the North Ward 
school was replaced by Blan- 
Blanshard school. 

Continuing pressure by Vic¬ 
toria West parents has re¬ 
sulted in piecemeal recon¬ 
struction of that school. An 
annex was started In 1958. 
and Id years later a new 
library and open area was 
approved and opened In Sep¬ 
tember, 19438. 

Parents reorganized last 
winter and have kept up 
constant pressure on school 
board and provincial govern¬ 
ment to close down the 1908 
brick building which housed 
about half of tiie school's 400 
enrolment. 

The school was closed by 
the school board last June 
and five portable classrooms 
were moved onto tiie school 
site in September

Tenders will be called for a 
new activity room at an 
estimated cost of 8113,000. 
four classrooms and an 
administration area to cost 
about 5168,000, and a covered 
play area at an estimated 
524.000. 

Premier Bennett announced 
Thursday the government has 
released Just over 51 million 
In funds for construction of 
activity rooms and gym¬ 
nasiums in schools throughout 
the province.

"The officers of our local 
are of tiie opinion that a 
radical change is required in 
regard to the status and the 
Operation of the privately 
owned and operated nursing 
homes, or so-called private 
hospitals," Hie letter says. 

It bears tiie signature of 
Barry Lidstone. recording 
secretary of tiie local 


It was one of two separate 
moves made by labor Thurs¬ 
day on behalf of the 28 women 
— mostly nursing aides — 
who bave been on strike 
against the hospital since 
Sept. 30.

Ivy U as esty to propagate as mint. 
If you need a few more plana, simply 
chop off a hunk well provided with 
aerial rooa and bury tbs stem with the 
leaves sticking out Ha aerial wots will 
change themselves into normal earth 
mots and the plant will gnaw away 
strongly. 


8trangaly enough, cuttings taken from 
this part at the plant never revert to 
their adolsseant form but remain 
sexually mature. Such plants are not 
vtnea at ail. They never climb, never 
put out aerial rook or sucker discs, and 
behava Uke shrubs 

While a climbing Ivy may take many 
years to attain ita adult status, I know 
of same plants growing on the ground to 
clothe e dry bank of poor, sandy soil.

Ons of the unnoticed characteristics 
of ivy la that it has two entirely 
different forms, juvenile and adult. In 
Us juvenile form, it is a climbing vine. 
As an adult, if becomes shrub-Uke, end 
with entirely different leaves.

TJien one day her children were grown up and gone and 
her budget was balanced. Her work was done. She had come 
through. And only then did she find out what a mess she'd 
made of it.

Aa I say, the women who lived in these homes — maybe 
I should say the women who were kept in these homes — 
were unliberated. They cooked and scrubbed and painted 
They got clothes whiter than white.

I'm absolutely for them 
when they say they want women to be treated as equal 
human beings. 

That's exactly why I hate to see a whole generation of 
women swept under the rug, as if they were less than human 
— an emharrasment to their sex. I think most of them were 
equal as hell

She was s prisoner of the male-dominated society, of her 
conditioning, of folkways, of fate. She wasn't even a woman, 
really, much less a free human being. Who was this creature 
anyway? How did she ge< started in this sorry path? 

My generation had priorities. We wanted a car and s girl 
and a job and a house and some children, not necessarily in 
that order, but sort of whichever came first, after the giri. 
We wanted a good life for ourselves and our children, the 
best life ever, and we wanted peace. 

We got the girl. That was easy, because they wanted the 
same things We got the children That was easy, too. But 
there weren't any houses, and the schools were too old and 
too few. There wasn't enough of anything but energy. 

&> we Iftiilt the houses We built sch*J* and highways and 
aqua ducts. It was the moat fantastic outpouring of energy — 
for peaceful purposes — in the history of man — and woman. 
I don't know if that's a fact but I'M vouch for It. 


They had a lot of fun. and dignity, too. if any human 
being has They made a contribution. What's more they were 
relevant, meaningful and viable. Even if they weren't 
potentialized. 

The woman of my generation had her eyes on the best of 
all possible worlds. She didn't quite get her hands on it And 
now she's told she blew it. Her young are rebels. They use 
had words and flout authority and turn their hecks on good 
old values. 

She could have done worse. She could have raised a 
generation of young who weren’t rebels, who didn't prefer 
peace to war, who didn't want to search and inquire, and 
change the world. 

Maybe this woman's rule is obsolete. I don’t know. But it 
was absolutely essential lor her time. There was no other 
way — in the 1950s and 60s — that we could have given the 
world the hope of the world, which is our youth. 

If these women were unliberated, I hope history will at 
least honor them for the services they performed in captivity. 

I hope this hasn’t sounded like an obituary. It isn't. It's a 
bouquet. These women are still with us — liberated now, of 
course, but still reaching. 


We built tract houses because that was the only way to 
build a lot of houses overnight We moved into tract houses 
because they were there. No down payment Today’s experts 
call them instant slums. Instant experts 

But for one generation, at least, they were homes They 
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have risen so much In the last 
30 years. 

They have improved abso¬ 
lutely, but not relatively in 
ratio to our expanded educa¬ 
tion. awareness and sophis¬ 
tication. 

Every avenue must tie kepi 
open lor every source of 
expression and communica¬ 
tion — especially the ones we 
may happen to disagree with.

A reader wants to know 
why I haven't commented on 
the “underground press" that 
is springing up in cities all 
over.

Whether or not it happens to

In fact. I get more out cf 
reading things that jolt my 
own point of view.

In ■ resolution to Prime 
Minister Trudeau, the Cana¬ 
dian' Civil liberties Associa¬ 
tion also asked for an Investi¬ 
gation into the political, eco¬ 
nomic and social cause* that 
bred the Front de Liberation 
du Quebec, the terroriat 
organization whoee kidnap¬ 
pings resulted In the govern¬ 
ment invoknng tbe War Mea¬ 
sures Act last October. 


The resolution also asked 
that the commisaiQR look Into 
the cases of hundreds of 
persons arrested In Quebec 
under the act and later 
released without charge 

Unless the government 
complied with the request by 
Dec 31. the civil liberties 
group said, it would organize 
a citizens' investigation. 

A resolution calling on the 
government to withdraw its 
public order bill, passed this 
month to replace the War 
Measures Act, also was ap¬ 
proved unanimously 
* ★ * 

Among thoae voting for It 
was Pierre De Banc, Liberal 
MP from Malane, Que., who 
u nsuccessfully proposed a 
number of amendments when 
the bill was before Parlia¬ 
ment. 

De Bane, however, was one 
of several who voted against 
the motion asking tor a royal 
commission. He said it was 
the government stand that 
enactment of the War Mea¬ 
sures Act l»d wiped out the 
"apprended insurrection.'' 

It would be virtually impos¬ 
sible to prove that such a 
state had existed since it was 
j a subjective judgment and the 
fears had not materialized. 


The question of a royal 
commission waa first brought 
up by Toronto freelance jour¬ 
nalist Pierre Berton, who aaid 
he wanted tome concrete 
action from the meeting and 
not just words. 

He did not accept the 
government contention that 
enough evidence had been 
produced to justify enacting 
the War Measures Act.

New Language Bills 
Will Divide Belgium 


BRUSSELS iAP) — Belgium, a kingdom 
of fewer than 12,000 square miles and a 
population of only 9.5 million.

The groups launched their 
appeals, heard by the board 
last Wedneslay, after 
Venables ruled they could not 
present their Objections to the 
Port Hardy hearing.

Tiie present 43 beds include 
five in tiie maternity ward, 
eight in tiie children's ward 
and there are six bassinets 
Tiie hospital offers complete 
maternity, surgery except ui 
a major nature, physio¬ 
therapy. laboratory and medi¬ 
cal services, und can handle 
any emergency. including 
cardiac cases. 

The emergency ward is 
fully equipped with pulraona- 
tor. defibrillator, and other up- 
to-date equipment. The hospi¬ 
tal was tiie first on Van¬ 
couver Bland to establish a 
direct telephone to Victoriu 
for transmitting electro- 
cardlugram impulses as they 
are recorded so that an 
immediate reading could be 
taken by Victoria specialists 
and lire diagnosis transmitted 
back on tiie telephone line 

Tiie hospital is stalled by 48 
full-time personnel, aided b,\ 
from five to eight (Art-time 
helpers as needs arise. 

There are J3 full-time 
nurses, and two or three who 
serve part-time, with Mrs. L 
Egan as director of nursing. 
These arc augmented by prac¬ 
tical nurses and one male 
orderly, none of wliom. in¬ 
cluding the orderly, arc full¬ 
time employees.

Tie ladies' auxiliary, 
donate* many hours each 
week i ii providing extra 
patient comforts such us a 
library service, and bus 
raised funds lor a number of 
items of special equipment lor 
tiie hospital.

Appeal Court 
Clears Sleuth 


Victoria private detective 
John McArthur, sued last 
year for allegedly violating a 
man s privacy in the course 
of a divorce investigation, 
won an appeal Wednesday in 
Vancouver 

A damage award of $1,000 
was levied against McArthur 
in December, 1969, by Mr 
Justice Peter Seaton of the 
B£ Supreme Court, who said 
at that time the detective 
continued his investigation 
with "complete disregard" 
for the rights of the plaintiff 

Tbe suit against McArthur, 
45. head of Can-Am Detective 
Agency. 483 Burnside, bad 
been brought by John George 
Davis. 1138 Oxford Davis, a 
school janitor, claimed the 
surveillance affected his 
health 

The judge said at the time 
that McArthur should have 
known that Davis' privacy 
was being so thoroughly in¬ 
vaded as to cause a reason¬ 
able man to be worried, 
apprehensive and emotionally 
upset 

But the unanimous judge¬ 
ment of the B.t’ Appeal 
liouit ruled that McArthur 


was acting a* the ageni of Ihe 
wife, who had a legitimate 
interest in her hsuband's 
conduct and was not activated 
by malice 

In writing the judgment, 
Mr Justice C W Tysoe said 
the investigator acted 
throughout with circumspec¬ 
tion and conducted the in 
vestiguiion in such a way that 
It would not attract public 
attention 

“I would allow the appeal 
and dismiss the action." he 
said The case was the first 
tried under B-U.'s two-year- 
old privacy act
